CONSIDER you must have a change, either here or in Hell. If you be 

not new creatures, regenerate persons, new-born babes, in this world, 

before you go hence, your note will be changed, your condition wilt be 
changed! for if you come into Hell, you must cry. 

But the Devil, as he labors to get poor souls to follow their sins, so he 
labors also to keep the thoughts of eternal damnation out of their minds; and, 
indeed, these two things are so nearly linked together that the Devil cannot 
well get the soul to go on in sin with delight unless he can keep the thoughts 
of that terrible after-clap out of their minds. 

But let them know that it shall not always be thus with thern; for if, when 
they depart, they drop down into eternal destruction, they shall have such a 
sense of their sins, and the punishment due to the same, that it shall make 
them to cry. "And he cried." Oh, what an alteration will there be among 
the ungodly when they go out of the world I 

3c may be that a fortnight or a month before their departure they were 
light, stout, surly, drinking themselves drunk, slighting God's people, mock- 
ing at goodness, and delighting in sin, following the world, seeking after 
riches, faring deliciously; but now they are dropped down into Hell; they cry. 

A little while ago they were painting their faces, feeding their lusts, rob- 
bing their neighbors, telling of lies, following of plays arid sports, to pass 
away liie time; but now they are in Hell, they do cry. 

It may be they heard good sermons, were invited to receive Heaven, 
were told their sin3 should be pardoned if they closed in with Jesus; but, refus- 
ing His proffers, and slighting the grace that was once tendered, they are now 
in Hell, and do cry.

AY we not take this sentence entirely out of the context and 
examine it by itself for a few minutes? Can we not learn 
something for our own hearts, and something for our work 
in the WIN ONE Campaign, from it? 

Docs not this thought of "every one catching his fellow,"* ex- 
actly express the idea of the method to be used, and the purpose of the 
Campaign > 

The story, in which this sentence occurs, describes a happening 
singularly revolting, but the sentence lifted out of the story, shines like 
a diamond lifted from a setting of clay. Let us forget the clay setting 
and hold the jewel in the light for a time, until we catch a few rays of 
inspiration from its sparkling beauty. 

Catching Our Fellows is Our Business in Life. The care of every- 
day life may claim much of our time and thought, but our real business 
is catching our fellows, Paul's business was not tent-making but soul- 
saving, and to the Salvationist all other interests must give way to the 
opportunity to WIN ONE. 

This Was the Master's Method. He told His disciples that they 
should "catch men," and He was always on the watch for an opportunity 
to do so I limself. It took the horrors of the first Good Friday to r.how 
how completely He had cauglii Nicodeinus in their midnight talk long 
before. He caught Zacchaeus when curiosity got the better of dignity. 
He caught Matthew with an appeal that proved stronger than the lure 
of Roman gold. A noon-day rest at Jacob's well provided the oppor- 
tunity to catch a despised Samaritan woman. From the darkness of the 
Cross itself the thief was pointed to the ii?hi of Paradise. Whether it 
was the woman that pressed through the throng to touch His garment, or the man that had to be 
sought in the Temple, a nobleman in the city or a demoniac amoiii> the tombs, a Pharisee at his own 
table or a leper by the roadside, all must be caught by Him who bids us go to the highways and by- 
ways to catch our fellows. 

The Disciples Used It. Andrew caught Peter, Philip caught Nathanael, Peter and John caught 
the man at the Beautiful Gate. No distance was too great, no circumstances too adverse for these 
pioneers of the faith to pursue their business of catching their fellows. Philip journeyed to the desert 
of Gaza to catch the Ethiopian statesman, Peter went from Joppa to Caesarea to carry the message to 
Cornelius, while Paul glories in the fact that he always went where others had not been for his soul- 
hunting. Sergius Pnnliia, the Roman deputy, King Aiirippa, the Philippian gaoler, the inquisitive 
Athenians on Mar's Hill, the crew of a derelict vessel, Onesimus the runaway slave, or Philemon his 
iniured master, all were legitimate prey for thi3 "mighty hunter before the Lord" of the souls of his 
fellows. 

The Army was Made by it. In. out pride of the vast Organization which wc are all helping to 
build up. do not let us forget that the foundations were laid broad and deep in the early days by "ev- 
ery one catching his fellow," Our history is radiant with glorious examples of humble Soldiers seek- 
ing the souls of their fellows with a. zeal that no persecution could daunt. Laborers caught their work- 
mates, housewives caught their neighbors, converted drunkards sought their old chums in the dens 
from which they had themselves been won, school children brought their playmates to The Army and 
to Jesus, husbands brought their wives, who in their turn brought their children. Street-corners, rail- 
way carriages, bar-rooms, workshops, all became hur.ting grounds. The man that was button-holed 
in the shop by a workmate, was attacked in the saloon by a "War Cry" boomer, and dealt with in 
the Meeting by a fisher, until he was fairly "compelled Io come in," a^nd then he was at once sent to 
catch others like himself, until, in an amazingly short time, the ones and twos became hundreds and 
thousands, and the world stood astounded at the spectacle of an International Army of Salvation, 
which broke down barriers of race, language and creed by the simple rule of "every one catching his 
fellow." 

We Must Continue to Use it. Our increased resources and vastly improved machinery does not 
lesson the need of the WIN ONE method. A fine Band may attract a crowd, but in almost every case 
that crowd must be deair with one by one io (fci ucnniic results foj ihe Kingdom. A Corps "vjih P. 
large number of Soldiers, a great amount of talent, a first class organization, fine buildings, plenty of 
money, and all the signs of prosperity, will still be a dying Corps unless it is made up of men and 
women filled with zeal to catch their fellows. We will be a growing, soul-winning. God-glorifying 
Army only by the maintenance of the old spirit of individual responsibility and individual effort.

When flvo 
li from the village wo saw a dozen 
stalwart Salvationists coming to meet 
us, and when Ihey sighted us they 
shouted 'Hallelujah!" at the top of 
their voices, making me almost feel I 
was again in an Indian village. I 
had heard nothing quite so spontane- 
ous and hearty here in Korea before, 
when we reached the top of the hill, 
and saw the village lying in the dis- 
tance, we knelt together and prayed 
that Cod would bless our visit and 
save the unsaved. 

"We had a Converts' Meeting that 
night in the little Hall, not yet of- 
ficially opened. The next day was a 
holiday, it hoing the day formerly set 
apart for ancestral worship. At 11 
a.m. the people gathered, and there 
heing far too large a "crowd to get into 
the building, we moved out into the 
open-air. I sworo-in four Recruits and 
two Soldiers, and saw nlno seekers 
at the Mercy Seat. 

"The afternoon was set aside for 
the official opening of the new Hall, 
just erocted by the Soldiers. No Of- 
ficer is stationed here yot, the village 
bolng worked as a society. 

"At night we held the Meeting in 
Hie opon-air again, and had a crowd 
of our own comrades present. The 
unsaved people of the village, evi 
deni.ly afraid they would be caught, 
would not come near. The tcRii- 
monies of tire Soldiers wore very 
good. 

"The next day, after a short Prayer 
Meeting in the Hall, we walked over 
another hill to a newly opened vill- 
age. Although we arrived a little be- 
fore 2 o'clock, the crowd commenced 
to gather together. Here also we 
have no Officer, but the Converts 
were enthusiastic and had well an- 
nounced our coming, and wo. .soon had 
250 people around us. Wr; swore-in 
eleven very fine Recruit;', and, after 
llbtoning to my address, nlno people 
Bought Salvation. It was the nonrost 
n'jrr-nr.h. to a real revival that I 
Imvn yet f=een.

THE wife of a Salvation Army 
Officer is herself an Officer: she 
shares her husband's rank and 
privilege. According to The 
Army Marriage Service the bride- 
groom takes the bride both as his 
"lawful wedded wife," and also as 
his "continual comrade in this "War." 

Thus The Army Officer and bis 
wife differ from other married coup- 
les in that they arc partners, not 
only in respect to private, family, and 
social affairs, but also in respect to 
life-work and official position. The 
wife of. say. a carpenter, banker, min- 
ister of religion, or Member of Parlia- 
ment, is not necessarily such her- 
self; she may know little or nothing 
about her husband's occupation. But 
(he wife of a Salvation Army Officer 
is, so to speak, "in the business" -with 
her husband, that business heing 
leadership in carrying out the high 
purposes of The Army. 

Arrangements, therefore, are mad 
to ensure that, as far as possible, the 
Ofricer-wife shall he iit Tor her im 
portant position. Tlie majority of 
those who become Officers arc ac 
copied as such while .-.(111 unmarried 
When married or engaged 'couples are, 
accepted, the woman, equally with 
tlie man, must possess qualification- 
for Officership and undergo the nana 
course of training. 

The woman Officer who. before 
marriage, filled a responsible public 
position naturally realizes a great 
change, when the official responsi- 
bility devolves upon her husband, and 
when a considerable part of her tiino 
Is claimed by .domestic duty. Yet 
this is always more or less the case 
willi a married woman-Officer, and 
pai'ticularlv when bringing up a 
family; for of necessity The Army's 



allowance is on a scale which per- 
mits of little hired help. 

But even thus elnsely occupied. Ihe 
true-hearted Officer's wife wields, iu 
certain directions, a really powerful 
influence. In many cases she is the 
unseen inspire:- and helper or her 
husband, stimulating hiiu :o the 
highest of wjiich he is capable. ;uid 
in a. multitude of ways promoting his 
well-being and success. She not only 
makes il comparatively easy for him 
to fulfil his duties and obligations-- 
by methodical household arrange- 
ments, by economy in the outlay of 
income, by happily accepting his ab- 
sence in tho interests of the Salva- 
tion War, by sparing him needless 
anxiety concerning home and chil- 
dren — but. she also guards liis 
spiritual life, supports him in trial, 
cheers him in discouragement, guides 
him in perplexity, and encourages 
him to constant perseverance and 
seir-sacrifioe. 

The Officer's wiTe. too. exerts over 
Other women, especially wives and 
mothers, an influence which, in fact, 
few single Officers could secure. The 
woman feel that she understands 
them, and hence are prepared to ac- 
cept and often to seek- ncr counsel — 
in spiritual as well as in household 
matters. 

Yet. exacting as are these and 
other urjluontiouecl requirements, mul- 
titudes nobly rise up to all that is 
expected, and eternity alone will re- 
veal -what The Salvation Army, and 
the world in general, owe to the de- 
votion and toil — often unnoticed and 
unrecognized — of its married women 
Officers.

It 
is all right; hut if 
hart, then it is very 
bad. 

An idea came to 
me the oihor day. I saw how the 
points oC ono's character could be 
illustrated by what is called the 
itinsieBl gam:;! or scale. I will not 
stop to make distinction between the 
chroinatie and diatonic, hut taking 
(he ordinary scale, I sec that all melo- 
dies, harmonics, and varieties of com- 
position romo from the fixed notes 
in (hat graduated ladder of sounds. 
is it not the same with your per- 
sonal characters? If things are to bo 
right, and such as will tend to spir- 
itual efficiency, theu there, must bo 
certain fixed qualities — call thoin 
notes if you like. F will give you 
seven, because they fit my purpose. 
There may be others— half lones, as 
It were—but I will give certain fixed 
notes in the scale of that personal 
character which are necessary to spir- 
itual efflcioncy.

These qualities will always be 
found in an efficient spiritual charac- 
ter. You will thus see that the spir- 
itual not pr and harmonies of your re- 
spective positions can he sustained in 
ellleiency for God and The Army, 

Take that note — truth. 1 do not 
know if I should cnll it the tonic or 
the dominant; but it. must always he 
there as the foundation of a reliable 
character. There It is — truth, In 
spec-eh, truth In expression; In the 
way you exhibit yourselves; nothing 
crooked or tricky or double: not deal- 
ing in pretences, putting on side, or 
malting yourselves' out to be some-

body, when, after all, you should re- 
member you are little candles in big 
candlesticks. 

Then as to faith— faith in God. God 
a reality with you, not because you 
have heard about Him, but because 
yon have Him for yourself. Faith In 
the truths you proclaim, and tho Holy 
Spirit bohlnd you; the Holy Ghost 
backing you up, believing evon when 
you play a mustc-hall tune In a Sal- 
vation setting, that God is behind it. 
Take as an illustration "The British 
Grenadiers." Wbun in its -Army form, 
as "Love I ask for, lovo I claim," you 
play It In tho right spirit; it is moro 
than an English air, ana' it is faith 
that makes the difference. 

What can I say ahout lovo? Love, 
or the waut of It in your heart, will 
color everything. You sometimes 
speak of tone-color. I was reading 
an article to-day In which it was point- 
ed out that all the senses are affected 
much in the same way. and that a re- 
lationship exists between tones and 
colors. 1 do not mean to follow that 
line of thought, hut I do want to say 
tbat love givos color to ono's char- 
acter and scrvico. This includes the 
spirit of kindness and of charity. How 
can oue hope to he spiritually efficient 
without kindness? Love takes out 
the carping spirit. It does not cover 
evil, nor does it resent correction. 
Love, leads us. however, to look char- 
itably on the affairs of others, and 
is one of the main qualities to kcop 

As to patience, or perHovcrauco — 
going on — it is an essential for spir- 
itual efflcioncy as it is in the acquis- 
ition of skill In music. 

Then there, is humility. You arc. 
perhaps, tempted to dwell ou the fact 
that you have done 
well. You do not 
Judge merciy by 
the applanso that 
may follow your 
efforts. You know 
yonrselvcH when 
you have done a 
good thing apart 
from any applause; 
then temptation to 
pride follows. It 
comes to all whoii 
thoy bavo done 
well. Soma of us 
do very woll, but 
much of our work 
is bobind tho 
scenes, so nohody 
scos it. a Band 
has its succoss in 
presonco of "an 
applauding public. 
Thero Is need, 
refers, cf ths 
spirit of humility. 

I have not timo 
dwell on the 
spirit of prayer, 
hut may the Lord 
help us all to pray. 
It is essential. If 
we nrc to bo spirit- 
ually officiant, tbat 
should spend 
much time In 
prayer. 

Thorn nro two or three things 
which In music help to produce ef- 
ficiency.

"Darwin submits the supposition 
that protoplasm is the origin of all 
life. From that plasm, something a 
little higher evolved and from that 
affiiin evolved a still higher form of 
HIV, until by the process of --volution 
we have the ape. There is then a 
missing link between the ape and the 
man. N'o one lias yet been able to 
supply it. In no dark cave or corner 
of the earth has there ever been ilis-

in the process of evolution. When and 
how and where man evolved from 
tne brute no one litis been able to 
decide. 

"On the other hand, the Bible de- 
clares definitely. 'And God created 
great whales and every living thins 
that moveth which the waters brought 
forth abundantly after their kind, and 
every winded fowl after his kind.' 

"\';iy. il seems that God anticipated 
this 'J Ulli century controversy tor the 
fact is emphasized again and again 
as tu Ihe 2iith verse of Genesis: 'And 
Cod made (he beast of the earth after 
his kind. And cuttle after their kind 
and every living thiug that creepeth 



on the earth after his kind.' Coming 
lo l he record of the highest work of 
creation we read, 'So Cod created 
man in His own image." 

"Again. Darwin argues a gradual 
progression towards a higher .state. 
The Bible asserts a fall from a high 
state Hirougli disobedience, anil the 
possibility of restoration through 
grace. 

"The facts of life relate the theory 
of evolution and give evidence of the 
truth of God's Word. The perfect 
men throughout the entire history of 
the world have been tlod-touched men. 
Where to-day can such a magnificent 
character as Job be found-' Vel the 
book of Job i.s the oldest in the Bible, 
Which of our modern statesmen 
transcend Moses, the emancipator of 
the Israelites, the great lawgiver? 
Arc not the best taws in every coun- 
try to-day builded upon those initial 
laws given from Mount Sinai? Con- 
sider the superb figures of Samuel, 
Daniel, Nehemiah ami others. 

and nobler life has been, not through 
a common evolution, but through the 
influence of I lie Bible. Christianity 
has given us Western civilization. 
The heathen races are sltll centuries 
behind in this respect. Without Ood, 
men still descend to the level of the 
brute, nay even lower. Tiiey become 
diabolical in their cruelty and greed. 
Through Clod, men still ascend to high 
pinnacles of selflessness, self-sacri- 
fice, truth mid benevolence. The af- 
ternoon has already now-, else: could 
we not cite instamo after instance?
